Hood for ttatlroad Boys to Know. 


At a recent annual meeting of the As- 


sociation of American Railroad Soper- 
intendents, held in New York, the fol- 
lowing code of train rules and signals 
wai recommended for adoption on all 
the road! in the country. 


Enginemen's signals by whistle—One 


short blast of the whistle is a signal to 
apply the brakes—stop. 
Two long 


blasts of the whistle is a signal to throw 
off the brakes. Two short blasts of the 
whistle when running ia an answer to 
signal of conductor to stop at next sta- 
tion. Three blasts of the whistle when 
standing is a signal that the train will 
back up. Three short blasts of the 
whistle while running is a signal to be 
given by passing trains when carrying 
signals for a following train to call at- 
tention to the signals, and four short 
blasts is the answer to it. Four long 
blasts is a signal to call in the flagman 
or the signalman. Six short blasts cf 
the whistle is the engineer's call for sig- 
nals. Two long, followed by two short 
blaits when mailing is signal for ap- 
proaching road crossings at grade. A 
succession of short blasts is an alarm 
for cattle and may be vwed to call the 
attention of trainmen to danger, One 
long blast >s a signal when approaching 
statiouB, railroad crossings, and junc- 
tions. A bloat of the whistle of five 
seconds duration will be considered as a 
long blast. 


Conductor's signal by bell-cord—One 


tap of gong when] standing is a notice 
to start. Two taps of the gong when 
engine is standing is a notice to call m 
flagman. Two taps of the gong when 
engine is running is a notice to stop. 
Three taps of the gong when the engine 
is standing is a notice to back the train-. 
Three taps of the gong when running is 
to stop at next station. One tup of gong 
when running will be regarded as warn- 
ing that the train hus parted, and the 
engineer will follow the rule prescribed 
for that emergency. 


A lamp, hat or hand—Swung across 


the track is a signal to stop. lUis 
'and lowered vertically is a signal to 
move ahead. Swung in a circle is » 
signal to move back.

Last week a number of cir- 
cular letters were shown theJocmNAL 
man, all playing on the cupidity •< the go nne anii su~ 
receivers, and offering fabulous bargains 
in "Boodle" by calling at such and inch 
a place in San Francisco, Chicago or 
New York City. 
For the benefit of 


the uninitiated it should be understood 
that "Boodle" means counterfeit money. 
The secret service division of the Treas- 
ury Department is, it is said, in receip 
of on vnnsnal number of letters from 
various parts of the country reporting 
the operations of "Boodle" swindlers 
and indicating great activity among that 
class of sharpers. This game is played 
on foolish people to an extent which 
would scarcely be believed were it not 
that an approximate idea of the amounts 
proonrud in this manner is judged from 
the reports of those who have been 
swindled and who call upon the Gov- 
ernment to arrest the sharpers. It is 
estimated that nearly a million of dol- 
lars a year change hands in this opera- 
tion, half of which is alone credited to 
New York City. 
The supply of victims 


seems never to fail, so deftly do the 
"Boodlers" play upon the cupidity of 
those who are anxious to get rich by 
questionable means. Circulars in imi- 
tation of letters are sent by the thou- 
sands all over the couatry inviting t'ueir 
correspondents to visit certain cities, 
naming the hotels at which they should 
stop, and offering them great induce- 
ments-to purchase. Those who go after 
such bargains never obtain counterfeit 
nanny and seldom return home without 
leaving all their good money in the 
hands of these plausible and dangerous 
men. Another practice is to coax on 
their victims by sending a genuine $1 
or $2 note, or parts of the same, and 
representing them to be specimens of 
tne counterfeit noted tu»y have for sale. 
Those who have counterfeit uiouey for 
sale do not write letters requesting 
strangers (o buy it. 
Even after the in- 


troduction of n new man by one coun- 
terfeiter to another, it takes a long time 
to establish such friendly relations as 
would induce «. counterfeiter to trust a 
new-comer. Yet thousands of crimin- 
ally-foolish people believe they can pur- 
chase counterfeit money us they would 
any other goods, and in their attempt to

Host of 
the patients look more itiotic than 
erazy, or mad; all appear to* be well 
satisfied with themselves; there is only 
one really dangerous mad man among 
them; his name ia Joe LeFevre, and he 
has already killed three men; one of 
those was a turnkey in the State Prison 
at Caraou, where this man bad been 
confined for a murder committed before 
his insanity had been declared; he is 
morose and sullen, ind is kept constant- 
ly manacled. Most of the other men 
are quite talkative and some of them 
have strange vagaries; one thinks he 
has seven wives, and imagines that 
every lady who visits the Asylum is one 
of them, yet he never attempts to touch 
anyone, but looks at all with an ex- 
pression of perfect happiness. Anoth- 
er says he has been in Nevada ovur a 
hundred years and brought the railroad 
with him when he came; these will 
serve as examples of their delusions. 
Among the men are natives of many 
countries, and representatives of several 
races, an Iud.au, a Negro, and a China- 
man among the rest. In the women's 
quarters the svrne races are represented 
uud nearly tho s.nne mental conditions; 
one young woman is very a^t to clasp 
her arms arouud the neuk ot any male 
visitor, and claim him for n lovei. An- 
other has a large doll, about the size of 
a six months old baby, that she watches 
o\er with the tender est solicitude. An- 
other slugs hymus all the time, and a 
middle aged woman never ceases talk- 
ing about her losses m stocks. The 
total cost for the daily uiaiutamnnce of 
each patient is 05 cunts: this includes 
interest On capital iuvoscuJ, as w-ll as 
medical and ull other attendance. Be- 
fore the building of this atylum all the 
insane of Nevada were sent to Califor- 
nia for treatment, ami paid for at so 
much per head.
